3. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for the allowance of the claims is a shutter to a control valve of a range burner control having 
two air outlet ports with one for the larger flame and the other for the smaller flame having an air 
pocket provided in the recess to the peripheral of the shutter and wherein the oil groove is deeper 
than the air pocket and is at an ascending inclination to protrude the circumference of the air 
pocket, in combination with the air outlet port for the smaller flame provided at a higher location 
in the air pocket at a distance from the oil groove.
